He tells the public, for instance, tlm* 
our trade with Chile din ing the first nine months of 1916 amounted l«.

Rut Doctor Pratt is another Democrat who bides the shells. A 
farmer going to town with a load of farm products worth $100. sell 
ing them, and returning hone with .+."><> worth of store goods, doesn't 
give much considcrat ion to the fact that he did $180 worth of trod 
ness during the day. lie figures that he received $100 for the prod 
nets of his toil, bought 960 worth of the products of other men's toil 
and salted 950 in the hank, or stuck it under the mattress.

The seamen's law 
was enacted at a time when this eoilBtfy had an opportunity to cinch 
a large share of the control of Pacilic trade routes, and the law busted 
American seamanship over the head with a marlin-spike. What a 
record of misfit legislation !

We 
fulled to reach an agreement and we 
are not certain that another meeting 
Mill take place." 

William O. Lee. president of the 
llrotherbood of Railway Trainmen, 
spokesman for the employes In the 
absence of A. B. Garretson. of the 
Order of Hallway Conductors, declared 
in a statement that In the event of 
evasion by the railroads of the Adan 
son law, summary action would be 
l iken by the brotherhood. He said 
that the Rtrikc order, which was di- 
rectly responsible for the law, was 
still in effect and the brotherhoods 
vould not hesitate to "iiforce It If the 
occasion warranted it. 

Ilrotherhood Ask* Conference 
"The brotherhood asked for this 
< inference," said Mr. Lee. "At the 
i.. onilm: session we discussed the 
application of the law and found that 
t';ere was no basis upon which we 
(mid possibly agree. Another set- 
back, besides the elimination of the 
mileage system, was the determina- 
tion of the railroads to continue their 
suits to determine the constitutional- 
ity of the law."
